Elysian Care Ltd, which 
runs The Homestead in 
Prestwood, went into ad¬ 
ministration on Friday. 

Earlier this month, Staf¬ 
fordshire County Council 
stepped in to pay staff and 
ensure care for the 25 resi¬ 
dents continued. 

This week there were 12 
residents still at the home. 
Five are registered by Staf¬ 
fordshire County Council, 
five by Dudley Council and 
two independent residents. 

Diana Frangou and Dilip 
Dattani of Baker Tilly have 
been appointed joint admin¬ 
istrators of Elysian Care 
Ltd. The company also runs 
Knoll House in The Avenue, 
Penn. All of the residents 
have already been moved 
out of Knoll House. 

Baker Tilly said: “Our 
key priority now is to en¬ 
sure that The Homestead 
continues to operate effi¬ 
ciently with the minimum 
of disruption to the resi¬ 
dents whilst suitable al¬ 
ternative accommodation 
is being sought. We will be 
working closely with the 
local authorities and will 
be supported by a special¬ 
ist healthcare management 
comp any.” _

Alcoholic 

AN alcoholic has been jailed for a 
‘disgraceful’ attack on his mother. 

John Ward, of Wood Street, Kid¬ 
derminster, threatened to cause his 
53-year-old mother Beverley Ward 
‘a slow and painful death’ in the 
unprovoked attack in Amblecote on 
August 18. The 34-year-old punched 
his mother in the face, spat at her, 
threw garden furniture at her and 
dragged her around by her hair. 


Mr David Lees, prosecuting, 
told Wolverhampton Crown Court: 
“He pushed her and asked if she 
was scared when she replied ‘yes’ 
he said ‘good, I’m in charge now’. 
The defendant picked up garden 
furniture and threw it at Mrs Ward 
hitting her on the arm. She pleaded 
with him to stop. “He then spat at 
her face and punched her to the left 
eye and kicked her in the leg. 


“The defendant then said ‘you 
know I’m going to kill you tonight’. 
He said it would be a ‘slow and pain¬ 
ful death’.” 

The attack on the Mrs Ward 
stopped when a family member saw 
Ward assaulting his mother and po¬ 
lice were called. 

Ward was tasered and taken to 
hospital, where he continued to be 
abusive and kicked at an officer. 


Mr Gurdeep Garcha, defending, 
said: “His only mitigation was that 
he was man enough to plead guilty.” 

Ward admitted actual bodily 
harm and assault on a constable. 

He had been convicted in Feb¬ 
ruary for criminal damage when 
he was given a 12 week sentence 
suspended for 12 months. Ward ad¬ 
mitted the breach and in total was 
jailed for 21 months.

Hospital 
cleared on 
restraint 
allegations 

RUSSELLS Hall Hospi¬ 
tal has been cleared of any 
wrong-doing after it was ac¬ 
cused of illegally restraining 
patients. 

An investigation found 
no evidence of unlawful re¬ 
straint at the Dudley hos¬ 
pital but bosses have been 
told ward and security staff 
could benefit from addi¬ 
tional training. 

The review was launched 
after the hospital’s for¬ 
mer head of security, John 
Marchant, made allegations 
over unlawful restraint of 
patients earlier this year. 

Denied 

He claimed staff had rou¬ 
tinely forced vulnerable pa¬ 
tients to stay in their rooms. 

But a six-month inves¬ 
tigation by the Dudley 
Safeguarding Children and 
Adults Boards found no evi¬ 
dence of this at the hospital. 

Dudley Group NHS Foun¬ 
dation Trustalways strongly 
denied the allegations. 

The probe was co-ordi¬ 
nated with reviews by the 
Care Quality Commission, 
the Clinical Commissioning 
Group and an independent 
review commissioned by the 
hospital. 

The board included mem¬ 
bers from Dudley Council’s 
social care team, West Mid¬ 
lands Police and Age UK.

Angry residents want hospital bus service back 


ANGRY residents were given the chance to 
voice their concerns to transport officials at 
a public meeting about the axing of an im¬ 
portant bus route. 

The service, which ran through Old Hill, 
Cradley Heath and Quarry Bank to Russells 
Hall Hospital, ended earlier in the summer. 

Officials from National Express and Cen¬ 
tro attended the meeting at Birch Coppice 
Methodist Church in Quarry Bank with 
Councillor Bryan Cotterill. The represent¬ 
atives outlined plans for a replacement bus 


service but both residents and Councillor 
Cotterill say they are not happy as the route 
does not go make some important stops, 
particularly Russells Hall Hospital. 

Janine Willetts, of Bath Road, Brierley 
Hill, who was a regular user of the service, 
said: “We know that running a bus service 
is expensive, but we were told that the 
old 297 service costs £100,000 to run, and 
then they were telling us that the new 289 
service which they want to put in will cost 
£125,000. Where is the sense in that? 


“I would like the old service back but 
I don’t care what they call it as long as it 
goes to the right stops. There are a lot of 
vulnerable people around here who are old 
or disabled and the changes will just leave 
them without a service.” 

The replacement 289 service will be in 
place by November 30. 

Another resident, Mary Rousell, said: 
“About a fortnight ago I went to Russells 
Hall for a blood test but a round trip that 
should have taken me less than an hour 


took me two because I had to go up to Merry 
Hill and then wait for another bus. 

“There is not a bus which goes straight to 
the hospital any more and that is my con¬ 
cern. We have a lot of elderly people who 
use the service who find the getting on and 
off buses very confusing. We just want our 
bus back.” 

Babs Coombes, Centro Black Country 
area manager, said: “We are trying to make 
it as easy as possible for people to get a con¬ 
necting service to the hospital.” 


Hundreds move home 
to avoid 'bedroom tax' 


ALMOST 350 council tenants across Dudley 
borough have moved to smaller homes fol¬ 
lowing the introduction of the controversial 
‘bedroom tax’, new figures reveal. 

There has been a rush by families to downsize in 
a bid to avoid a cut in housing benefits. 

Since bedroom tax started in April 2013, a total of 349 
tenants have requested a transfer. The figures also include 


older residents who have 
decided to downscale to a 
smaller home but are not 
affected by the tax. 

Under welfare reforms, 
anyone in council or social 
rented housing faces a 14 
per cent or 25 per cent cut 
in their housing benefit if 
they have one or more spare 
bedrooms - meaning fami¬ 
lies potentially paying hun¬ 
dreds of pounds extra a year 
in rent unless they move to 
a smaller home. 

The bedroom tax is also 
known as under occupancy 
charge or the spare room 
subsidy 

Councillor Gaye Par¬ 
tridge, cabinet member for 
housing, said: “Since the 
introduction of the bed¬ 
room tax 18 months ago, a 
total of 349 council tenants 
have been able to move into 
smaller homes. Bedroom 
tax was introduced on April 
1, 2013, and the figures run 
from then until September 
30, 2014. 

“It should be noted that 
not all transfers will have 
been as a result of the wel¬ 
fare reforms. For example, 
the figures will also include 
older people who are not

subject to the bedroom tax 
but are moving to smaller, 
more manageable accom¬ 
modation.” 

The bedroom tax has 
also been blamed for peo¬ 
ple falling behind on their 
rent payments. Figures re¬ 
leased in August showed 
there were around 5,435 
households in arrears across 
the borough and the total 
amount owed to the council 
was £1,405,690. 

The council has been of¬ 
fering additional support 
to families struggling to 
make ends meet. There has 
also been increased demand 
for the council’s mortgage 
advice service which has 
helped more than 350 peo¬ 
ple this year. 

Figures released this year 
showed around 4,000 people 
on the waiting list for coun¬ 
cil properties in Dudley. Of 
these, 2,091 were hoping 
for a one-bedroom property 
and 1,420 for a two-bed- 
room with 584 seeking a 
three-bedroom or bigger 
property.

PROVING there is no subject too awful, too appalling or 
too globally life-threatening to laugh at, a reader says he 
was amused to read that air passengers tested for Ebola 
will ’’have their temperature taken at entry points.” Let’s 
see if we’re still amused six months from now, eh? 

MANY thanks to Daniela Liverani, 24, from Edinburgh 
who chose this week to volunteer the news that, having 
suffered from nosebleeds for some weeks, she finally dis¬ 
covered she had a three-inch leech living in one nostril. I 
think most of us would have kept that to ourselves. 

MICHAEL McIntyre stormed off the stage when a woman 
persistently used her mobile phone. I sympathise, coming 
fresh from a birthday party where a hugely-talented couple 
performed a selection of blues and soul standards. They 
were excellent but 90 per cent of the guests simply ignored 
them, talking over the music and not even applauding at 
the end.

Man is found dead in the canal 


A MAN from Pensnett was found 
dead in the canal days after he had 
been arrested and bailed by police, 
an inquest heard. 

Anthony Gennard was found by

The 45 year-old had suffered 
from depression but there were no 
known issues since 2009, Cannock 
Coroner’s Court heard. 


Emergency services were called 
after reports of a body in the canal 
on July 5. 

He was found with bail paper doc¬ 
uments from West Midlands Police. 

Submerged 

A post mortem recorded showed 
Mr Gennard, of Blewitt Street, had 
been submerged at some point. 

The inquest was told he had been 


arrested and taken to Brierley Hill 
police station on July 3. 

He was bailed the same day and 
it is believed that the single man, 
who lived with his brother, did not 
return home. 

Family members who called the 
station were not informed about the 
developments and the case has since 
been referred to police professional 
standards. 


Detective Sergeant Adrian Webb, 
from Staffordshire Police which 
investigated the death, said it was 
believed that he had suffered sui¬ 
cidal thoughts previously. But it is 
not known if he had those thoughts 
again or fell but third party involve¬ 
ment was ruled out. 

Staffordshire coroner Andrew 
Haigh recorded a verdict of death 
due to being found drowned.

THE leader of Dudley Council says plans to 
streamline director roles will help transform 
the borough from a ‘sleeping giant’. 

Councillor David Sparks spoke after the council 
voted in favour of plans to reduce director roles at 
the council from 22 to 11, saving £1 million. 

However the proposals will also see the remaining posi¬ 


tions receive an increased s£ 
per year, which many coun¬ 
cillors were opposed to.

Salaries for 
the other two positions — 
director of resources and 
transformation and director 
for the environment, econ¬ 
omy and housing — will 
be around £117,000 and 
£127,000. Seventeen assis¬ 
tant directors, currently 
earning £70,049 a year, will 
be replaced by eight chief of¬ 
ficers earning £89,000.

Absences 
at schools 
lower than 
ever now 

THE number of youngsters 
skipping school in the Black 
Country has dropped to a 
record low following a Gov¬ 
ernment crackdown on fam¬ 
ilies taking holidays during 
term time. 

The number of absences 
decreased across all four 
Black Country authorities. 
In Sandwell there were 925 
fewer absentees, a drop of 
1.1 per cent on the 2013 fig¬ 
ure. In Dudley there was a 
401 reduction, while in Wal¬ 
sall the numbers fell by 341. 

Wolverhampton, which 
still has the highest rate 
of non-attendance in the 
region, saw a dip of 304 — 
a 1.1 per cent fall on last 
year’s figure. 

The figures include data 
for all state funded primary 
and secondary schools. 

The Department for Ed¬ 
ucation statistics also show 
the number of persistent 
absentees — pupils missing 
around 15 per cent of les¬ 
son — in schools across the 
Black Country and Stafford¬ 
shire fell by 15 per cent in 
2014, a drop of 2,001 on the 
previous year. 

The drop is mirrored 
across the country, where 
pupils missed 35.7m school 
days in the 2013/14 autumn 
and spring terms, 4.2m less 
than the same period in the 
previous year. 

Working to 
save heath 

WORK on a rare lowland 
heath will safeguard the an¬ 
cient area and its wildlife. 

Staffordshire Wildlife 
Trust has been clearing 
birch and oak scrub from 
an area of heathland on its 
Highgate Common Nature 
Reserve, near Kingswin- 
ford. The work carried out 
by staff and volunteers will 
encourage growth of heath- 
land plants like bilberries. 

The 326-acre reserve is a 
Site of Special Scientific In¬ 
terest and widely regarded 
as one of the best places to 
spot insects, with more than 
5,000 varieties recorded on 
site.

CAMPAIGNERS hoping to save Dudley 
Hippodrome want to reopen the landmark 
building in phases. 

The Friends of Dudley Hippodrome are 
to submit a business plan to Dudley Coun¬ 
cil aiming to bring the venue back into use. 
Group member Gaz Sawers said rooms sur¬ 
rounding the auditorium would be opened 
to community groups. 

“We recognise the huge costs in modern¬ 
ising the venue to a standard it can be re¬ 
opened, so we have come up with a phased 
opening,” he said. “The first step would see 
the foyer and cafe opened, along with about 


12 rooms to artistic community groups. 
This would help build funds to carry out 
the next step and renovate the auditorium. 

“We’re under no illusions over the size of 
the task but we believe it can be done.” 

Dudley Council set a deadline for the 
Friends, along with events company Events 
that Rok, to submit a business plan by the 
end of October. Jonathan Kendrick, from 
Events that Rok,wants to reopen the site as 
an entertainment venue. 

Mr Sawers said they had not yet gained 
access to the site, even though the council is 
keen to make a final decision by the end of 


the year over fears of further deterioration. 
Officers say around £400,000 would have to 
be spent on removing asbestos. 

Regeneration boss Councillor Judy Fos¬ 
ter said: “We have told the group repeatedly 
over the last several weeks that they can ac¬ 
cess the building subject to their agreement 
to wear suitable protective clothing and to 
be accompanied by the council asbestos con¬ 
sultant. So far they have failed to come back 
to confirm either a date or who they wish 
to bring.” 

The council had granted planning per¬ 
mission for the building to be demolished.

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SOMETIMES you wonder 
whether the top brass of pub¬ 
lic sector organisations such as 
the BBC have been infiltrated by 
some cutting-edge comedy act, 
whose role is to provide endless 
satirical material to make life as 
easy as possible for us column¬ 
ists. 

For example, how else could 
one explain the recent report 
that old Aunty Beeb has blown 
£200,000 of licence-payers’ 
money teaching its staff how to 
use iPhones? 

Straight away, MP Phil¬ 
ip Davies, who has turned 
BBC-bashing into something of 
an art form, was presented with 
an open goal.

Unsung pilots who 
rose to challenge

October is Black History 
Month and KIMBERLEY 
CRAYTON-BROWN tells 
of the volunteers of war 


THEY are the little-known vol¬ 
unteers of war. 

Thousands of black men and 
women from Africa, the Caribbean 
and Britain stepping forward to de¬ 
fend Britain, her Empire, and the 
Commonwealth in two world wars. 

Unable to enlist because of a colour 
bar, relaxed before the Great War but 
quietly reimposed when the war ended, 
their help was again called on in 1939. 

And now, coinciding with Black His¬ 
tory Month, an exhibition highlighting 
their vital war efforts is on display at 
the Royal Air Force Museum at Cosford, 
telling the stories of the Pilots of the Car¬ 
ibbean - Volunteers of African Heritage 
in the RAF. 

Diversity 

Inspired by a photograph of two pilots 
posing with a Spitfire - one from Barba¬ 
dos, one from Trinidad - the exhibition 
highlights the air force’s success in em¬ 
bracing diversity and ‘demonstrates how 
the rich, cosmopolitan nature of modern 
Britain owes much to the black men and 
women who wore air force blue’. 

Peter Devitt, assistant curator at 
the RAF Museum in London, said it all 
began in 2011 when they were asked to 
talk to a group of disadvantaged, black 
youngsters. 

“It went very well until I showed them 
a picture of two black Spitfire pilots. It 
went deadly quiet - and then the atmos¬ 
phere became totally electric. I was bom¬ 
barded with questions. They wanted to 
know everything about these men. One 
young man looked me straight in the eye 
and said: ‘Why haven’t we heard this be¬ 
fore?’” 

Museum trustee Brendan Connor also 


recalled the reaction to the black Battle 
of Britain pilots: “They were completely 
bowled over, they had never seen it be¬ 
fore. 

“It was not part of their history and 
we suddenly realised that we hadn’t 
told a story which needs to be told.” 

The photograph is the centrepiece 
of the exhibition, telling a story that 
started 100 years ago with display 
boards, photographs, video and mem¬ 
orabilia, and has been put together in 
partnership with the Black Cultural 
Archives. 


Pictured is Flying Officer Arthur 
Weekes, from Barbados. A member of 
the Second Contingent recruited for the 
RAF, he departed Barbados in Novem¬ 
ber 1940 to join the war. With him is 
Flight Sergeant Collins Joseph of Trin¬ 
idad alongside the Spitfire Vb. Both 
were fighter pilots with 122 (Bombay) 
Squadron. 

Records on a website detailing Carib¬ 
bean air crew from WWII show Flight 
Sergeant Collins Alwyn Joseph, aged 
28 and a pilot with 132 Squadron RAF 
Fighter Command, died on New Years 


Eve, 1944. Trained at Piarco, and a vol¬ 
unteer from Trinidad ETS, his Spitfire 
went missing at 1530 hours on Decem¬ 
ber 31 during an air operation between 
Liege and Aachen. 

The pair were two of many role mod¬ 
els who played an integral part in the 
development of the air force, Peter Dye, 
director general of the Royal Air Force 
Museum, said: “From First World War 
pilot William Robinson Clarke, to the 
young volunteers of today, Afro-Carib- 
bean men and women have played an 
integral part in the development of the 
Royal Air Force and the defence of our 
freedoms and liberties. 

“In this exhibition, the Royal Air 
Force Museum aims to celebrate their 
contribution to the development of mod¬ 
ern Britain, while providing all young 
people with a series of role models to 
inspire and guide them in realising their 
own ambitions and dreams.” 

Numbers 

As the volunteers were fully inte¬ 
grated into the service and their ethnic 
origin not entered on their personnel 
records, the exact number of black vol¬ 
unteers who have served in the RAF is 
unavailable. 

It is estimated 6,000 volunteers from 
West Indies communities, such as Bar¬ 
bados and Jamaica, served in the RAF 
during the Second World War. Of those, 
about 400 were air crew, either in 
Bomber Command, Coastal Command, 
or Fighter Command - which saw the 
first black volunteers selected to train as 
fighter pilots in 1941. Bomber Command 
had four-fifths of African-Caribbean air¬ 
crew in active service. 

Volunteers served with all UK-based 
RAF commands, with the exception 
of Transport Command, which visited 
countries intolerant of integrated crews. 

Of the thousands of volunteers, about 
150 were killed in training or combat 
operations. Over 100 were awarded gal¬ 
lantry medals.

IT is absolutely right that UKIP’s 
Nigel Farage should be included 
in an ITV debate between party 
leaders in the run up to the Gen¬ 
eral Election. 

But so, too, it is correct for 
there to be a head to head on 
Sky and Channel 4 between Da¬ 
vid Cameron and Ed Miliband 
without Mr Farage or Liberal 
Democrat Nick Clegg present. 
The Tory and Labour leaders 
are the only ones who stand a 
chance of being Prime Minister 
next year. 

The viewing public need be re¬ 
minded of the real heads or tails 
choice they face in at least one 
of those debates. 

What is particularly galling 
for some politicians is the plan 
of the BBC to hold a debate in¬ 
cluding Mr Clegg but excluding 
Mr Farage as well as the lead¬ 
ers of other parties, such as 
the Greens and Respect, all of 
whom like UKIP currently have 
at least one MP. 

The Liberal Democrats are a 
busted flush, according to UKIP 
MEP Bill Etheridge. He said:“lf 
anything, it should be the Lib 
Dems arguing to keep their 
place in the debates, not UKIP 
arguing to be given one.” 

He has a point. The Lib 
Dems lost their deposit in no 
fewer than seven by-elections 
since 2010. There are parts of 
the West Midlands where they 
did not even bother standing in 
council elections. 

They might well be a party of 
government, but they have no 
more chance of winning a major¬ 
ity than any of the minor parties. 
As such, Nick Clegg deserves to 
be relegated to a debate with the 
minor parties. 

Better still, he and Mr Farage 
should go head to head as the 
ones whose parties the opinion 
polls indicate are currently vying 
for third place. 

There is every chance Nigel 
Farage could be as much of a 
kingmaker next year as Nick 
Clegg was in 2010. 

What their parties demand in 
exchange for their support in the 
event of a hung Parliament could 
change the future of Britain. 

IN Westminster, the Tories love 
to claim all the credit for the re¬ 
cent good news on unemploy¬ 
ment. Yet their opposition leader 
on Wolverhampton City Coun¬ 
cil suggests there are not quite 
the reasons to be cheerful there 
should be. 

Wendy Thompson is unhappy 
the city has the highest percent¬ 
age of people claiming Jobseek¬ 
ers’ Allowance and calls on the 
Labour council to do more, say¬ 
ing she does not want its recent 
business week to be dismissed 
as ‘hot air’. 

Councillor Thompson is to be 
congratulated for her willingness 
to speak truth to power, even if 
she ends up on the wrong side of 
her own party line. But if things 
do get better, something tells 
me David Cameron and George 
Osborne won’t share credit with 
Labour-run Wolverhampton City 
Council.

Councillors 
D Sparks, P Lowe and S Turner’s defence 
of this proposal does raise further questions 
such as, are the existing management to be 
offered the opportunity to apply for these 
new positions and are those being axed 
being offered new positions.

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1 Lecturer tells how the war was 
‘won by Staffordshire Brigade 


IT was a key moment in the lead- 
up to victory in the First World 
War, according to the Allied 
Commander-in-Chief and ‘the 
blow from which there could be 
no German recovery’. 

And it was delivered by thousands of 
Staffordshire soldiers who had previously 
only been trusted with routine operations. 

The 137 (Staffordshire) Brigade’s hero¬ 
ics in breaking the Hindenburg Line at Bel- 
lenglise, France is often overlooked. Now a 
military expert is attempting to redress the 
balance to make sure the soldiers get the 
recognition they deserve. 

Troops needed to get across the St Quen¬ 
tin Canal, which at some points was 6ft 
deep but also had thick mud in sections that 
had begun to dry out. 

By capturing the bridge, they could push 
back the German line to the point where 
they had no room for manoeuvre. But they 
were hampered by dense fog and fierce 
enemy attacks. Last week, Dr John Bourne,

from Burslem held a lecture entitled ‘How 
Staffordshire Won the First World War’ at 
the university campus in Stafford. 

He is a vice-president of the Western 
Front Association, a member of the Brit¬ 
ish Commission for Military History and a 
fellow of the Royal Historical Society and 
he ranks the achievements of the Brigade 
as among the greatest in modern military 
history. 

In the years before the First World War 
Staffordshire showed staunch support for 
the recently-created Territorial Force. 

The first TF division to deploy to France, 
137 Brigade suffered cruelly in the attack 
on the Hohenzollern Redoubt on October 
13, 1915, which was the worst day of the 
war for casualties in Staffordshire, and 
again at Gommecourt on July 1, 1916. 

But on September 29 the Brigade broke 
the Hindenburg Line at Bellenglise, which 


was where the German army had retreated 
to. Dr Bourne says it was ‘one of the most 
spectacular feats of arms on the Western 
Front’. 

It was described by Marshal Foch, the Al¬ 
lied Commander-in-Chief. as the ‘blow from 
which there could be no German recovery’. 

The Brigade had 4,000 men at full 
strength but the influenza pandemic had 
hit numbers. 

Dr Bourne said: “The Hindenburg Line 
was not really a line at all, it was a dense 
position full of barbed wire, machine gun 
nests, drop out points and bunkers, with 
masses of artillery. 

“The division had to cross the Riqueval 
Bridge at St Quentin and they had a pretty 
bad time of it. 

“They had very little powerful artillery 
and there was thick fog. The vast major¬ 
ity of the men could not swim so they got 
across the water by suspending a chain 
across and swinging from it. But the bridge 
was the best way to get across, though it 
was being strongly defended.” 


A key element was the capture of the 
Riqueval Bridge by a group led by Cap¬ 
tain Humphrey Charlton, a Kings Bromley 
vicar’s son. He had joined the Veterinary 
Corps, was called up to join the conflict in 
1915 and led an inspiring against the odds 
victory. 

The Brigade’s most famous leader was 
Brigadier General John Vaughan Camp¬ 
bell, who was later awarded the Victoria 
Cross for his actions during the Battle of 
the Somme in 1916 when he rallied his 
men and led them against the enemy ma¬ 
chine-guns, capturing the guns and killing 
the personnel. 

Aged 40 at the time, an image of him ad¬ 
dressing thousands of troops from the Ri¬ 
queval Bridge shows the sheer scale of the 
operation. 

The Brigade prevented the German 
troops blowing up the bridge by bringing 
down the rows of men showering them in 
a hail of machine gun fire. It meant they 
could cross the bridge and push the German 
army even further back.

Doctor saves the life of 
a rugby player on pitch 


A DOCTOR has been praised 
for saving the life of a rugby 
player on the pitch after he 
was knocked unconscious 
during a match. 

Tony Carter was on hand to 
help 21-year-old Ben Fairclough, 
who swallowed his tongue after 
receiving a knock to his head in 
the game on Saturday. 

Mr Fairclough had been playing for 
Yorkshire side Otley against Stour¬ 
bridge Rugby Club at Stourton Park 
in the National League 2 North. 

Choking 

Mr Carter, who is a team doctor for 
the Stourbridge club, prevented the 
player from choking by clearing his 
airwaves before paramedics arrived 
and took him to Russells Hall Hospi¬ 
tal. Andy Verlander, Stourbridge man¬ 
ager, said the player, who was being 
watched by his father, was released 
from hospital last night. 

Otley’s director of rugby, James 
Tiffany, praised Stourbridge Rugby 
Club and Mr Carter for their quick 
response. 

He said: “I want to thank the medics 
from Stourbridge, because they did a 
fabulous job. It just shows the impor¬ 
tance of having a doctor on hand.” 

Mr Verlander said: “If we didn’t 
have a doctor present we would have 
lost that lad. It was Tony who went 
in there and took control before the 
ambulance arrived. He did what was 
needed.” 

The incident happened shortly be¬ 
fore half-time in the game, and forced 
a half-hour break in play. Mr Carter, 
who lives in Stourbridge and works in 
Kidderminster, was assisted by club 
physios Jim Williams and Will James.

Mr Verlander said: “The lad has 
gone in for tackle a bit too low and 
found his head in the wrong place. He 
took a knock to the head from a knee 
and collapsed. As soon as it became 
obvious what happened the game was 
stopped. We’re happy he was okay.” 

Mark Luffman, Otley first team 
coach, said he understood Mr Fair¬ 
clough had returned home in Doncas¬ 
ter. He said: “I would like to add my 
thanks to the club doctor and physios 


who acted like a real team to do a great 
job in what was a very serious situa¬ 
tion.” 

Stourbridge lost 37 points to 23.

'Moonwalk' antics by 
witness halts court case

A MAN convicted of killing 
his girlfriend in Crete has 
been cleared of attacking a 
man in a pub after a witness 
was filmed doing a Michael 
Jackson ‘moonwalk’ while 
waiting to give evidence. 

Luke Walker, who is appealing his 
conviction of killing his girlfriend 
Chelsea Hyndman in Crete, stood trial 
last week with friend Luke Seeley over 
the alleged incident at Tenth Lock pub 
in Brierley Hill. But on the third day 
of the trial the case against the pair 
dramatically collapsed after a video of 
the witness doing the dance was spot¬ 
ted on Facebook. 

The footage, which was filmed and 
uploaded by another witness involved 
in the case, showed the man wearing 
a glove and holding his groin while 
doing the dance. 

The Crown Prosecution Service said 
the witnesses’ action undermined the 
case. 

In court, no further evidence was of¬ 
fered and Judge John Warner directed 
not guilty verdicts from the jury. 

Mr Warner told the witnesses in¬ 
volved in the pub episode: “You are 
liable to prosecution for a criminal 
offence or contempt of court. That de¬ 
cision has not yet been made but you 
will have to come back to the court. I 
would advise you to seek legal advice.” 

One of the witnesses said the film 
had been made because they were 
bored. He said: “I filmed him as he 
did the Moondance. He was holding 
his groin and we were both laughing. 
There were 17 conversations about the 
film on Facebook. 

“I did not know I was not allowed to 
do it. It was a joke.” 

The witness who was filmed dancing 
also said it had been joke. 

Walker, aged 26, of Gayfield Avenue, 
and Seeley, 26, of Channon Drive, both 
Brierley Hill, had been accused of at-

tacking an 18-year-old in the men’s 
toilet of the pub on November 9 last 
year. 

The jury heard from three prosecu¬ 
tion witnesses, including the alleged 
victim. He claimed he was set upon by 
the pair after walking into the pub toi¬ 
lets with two friends. He was taken to 
hospital, where the jury heard he was 
treated for a gash to his forehead. 

Both Seeley and Walker denied the 
charge, claiming they had been acting 
in self-defence. But before evidence 
could be brought forward by the de¬ 
fence, the case was dropped and placed 
on file. 

Walker is currently on bail after he 
was convicted of causing grievous bod-

ily harm to 20-year-old Chelsea Hynd¬ 
man, leading to her death in Crete four 
years ago. He was sentenced to eight 
years in prison but the sentence was 
suspended pending the appeal. 

Walker described the decision to 
drop the case as a ‘massive relief. 

A spokesman from West Midlands 
Crown Prosecution Service said: “As 
a result of significant inconsistencies 
in the evidence given to the court by 
the three key witnesses at the trial 
of Luke Walker and Luke Seeley, 
combined with their conduct in the 
witness waiting room which gave the 
impression that they were not taking 
the trial process seriously, the prose¬ 
cution team reviewed the case. ”

Region police top 
for stun gun use 

POLICE officers in the 
West Midlands are firing 
Taser stun guns more 
than any other force in the 
county, latest figures show. 

In six months, the shock 
guns were fired by regional 
officers on 120 occasions. 

Metropolitan Police fired 
the guns 114 times, while 
Greater Manchester Police 
was the third highest with 
officers firing 90 times. 

Staffordshire Police, 
meanwhile, fired 27 times 
and officers from West 
Mercia shot them on 16 
occasions. 

When it came to the 
amount of times Tasers 
were brandished, West 
Midlands was ranked the 
third highest force in the 
country behind London’s 
Met and Greater Manches¬ 
ter. 


Hoard brought to life in 
new interactive display

SOME of the world fa¬ 
mous items from the Staf¬ 
fordshire Hoard are being 
brought to life in a new in¬ 
teractive exhibition. 

Around 1.5 million people 
have been to see the hoard on 
display since it was discovered 
in a farmer’s field in Hammer- 
wich, near Lichfield, five years 
ago. 

Now they can get a new per¬ 
spective on this fascinating find as 
more than 300 ornate pieces go on 
display at Birmingham Museum 
and Art Gallery. The display will 
shine a light on conservation work 
to protect the precious finds. 

Exquisite 

The gold and silver items will 
be brought into focus using mi¬ 
croscopes giving visitors a close up 
view of some of the Anglo Saxon 
treasure. 

Touch screens and videos will 
allow people an even greater in¬ 
sight and help unlock the secrets 
over the designs and history of the 
1,400-year-old objects. 

Visitors can find out about the 
exquisite craftsmanship used to 
create the items and learn how the 
designs of the objects can be linked 
to many regions across Europe. 

Many of the well known pieces 
will be on display including the 
folded cross, the Millefiori stud 
and sword pommels. 

The display will become a per¬ 
manent home to many pieces from 


the Staffordshire Hoard, which 
has been on tour across the coun¬ 
try. The exhibition was developed 
with a £700,000 Heritage Lottery 
Fund grant. 

Birmingham Museum’s direc¬ 
tor, Ellen McAdam, said staff were 
excited to have the exhibition open 
to the public. 


“The Staffordshire Hoard is one 
of Birmingham’s most popular col¬ 
lections and this new gallery will 
give visitors an even greater ac¬ 
cess to this unique find,” she said. 
“Last year alone over 100,000 peo¬ 
ple from across the world came to 
see the Hoard at the museum. We 
look forward to welcoming many 


more visitors in years to come.” 

Visitors can also peek into An¬ 
glo-Saxon England in the ‘Mead 
Hall’ showing how a 7th century 
Lord and his warriors lived. Staff 
will stage a range of themed games 
for children to help them discover 
more about that period. 

The Staffordshire Hoard was 


discovered in 2009 by enthusiast 
Terry Herbert with his metal de¬ 
tector. Further items were exca¬ 
vated by archaeologists in 2012. 

It is one of the most important 
Anglo-Saxon finds ever made, con¬ 
sisting of gold, silver and garnet 
decorative fittings dating to the 
7th century. 


European 
officers 
join road 
operation 

OFFICERS from across Eu¬ 
rope are linking with West 
Midlands Police for a week- 
long crackdown against 
foreign criminals using the 
roads network. 

A contingent of officers 
from eight countries - in¬ 
cluding Romania, Lithuania 
and Poland - are joining 
forces in the region this 
week. 

They will be targeting 
overseas drivers involved in 
crime or flouting the rules of 
the road during Operation 
Trivium. 

The officers will be help¬ 
ing members of the Central 
Motorway Police Group on 
road-side operations and 
raids. 

But they will also step in 
to support West Midlands 
force officers overcome prac¬ 
tical obstacles, like language 
problems, and tap into their 
home country’s police sys¬ 
tems to verify details sup¬ 
plied by foreign nationals 
they question. 

More than 2,800 foreign 
cars were stopped with 371 
seized and 200 people ar¬ 
rested when Operation Triv¬ 
ium was last run nationally 
in March. 

The operation also brings 
police officers from Latvia, 
Holland, Denmark, Finland 
and Ireland - alongside Eu- 
ropol and European roads 
policing group TISPOL - 
heading for Birmingham. 

West Midlands Police Su¬ 
perintendent Paul Keasey, 
who is leading the opera¬ 
tion, said the action sends 
out a clear message to crim¬ 
inals from overseas.

Secrets and lies from

H ow do you like your dramas? 
Straight down the line, or with a 
twist or two? Maybe with an 
offbeat or supernatural element, and 
perhaps a few stars thrown in for good 
measure? If you’re nodding your head 
in answer of any or all of those 
questions, then Intruders, a new, 
eight-part series made by BBC 
America, could be for you.

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Pulsar looks like business

Nissan re-enters the family 
hatchback sector with the Pul¬ 
sar, a somewhat conservative 
alternative to its extrovert cross¬ 
overs like the Juke. 

The engine range is limited but will 
expand with sportier models coming 
on stream. It’s early days yet but the 
omens appear very promising. 

Almost a decade ago, Nissan did some¬ 
thing radical, something that’s never been 
done by a mass market car manufacturer 
before. It abandoned the traditional gen¬ 
res of family hatches and medium range 
saloons, ditching the Almera and Prime- 
ra models and concentrated instead on 
crossovers and SUVs. Cars like the mas¬ 
sive-selling Qashqai and the Juke became 
Nissan’s bread and butter and many other 
manufacturers scrambled to copy Nissan’s 
model of success. 

You can probably guess what happens 
next. Just as everyone else jumps ship to 
flood the market with lookalike crossovers, 
Nissan has decided to go back to the mar¬ 
ket it last served with the rather forgettable 
Almera. This time it revives an old name . 

The Pulsar has been fitted with an all-tur¬ 
bocharged range of engines, as is the 
current vogue, largely carried over from 
the Qashqai range. Petrol buyers don’t 
get a lot of choice as its stands with just 
a downsized 115PS 1.2-litre DIG-T engine 
available, although dealers will take orders 
for the 190PS 1.6-litre DIG-T that’s proven 
popular in the Juke. Choose diesel, as 


most UK buyers in this class do, and you 
get to select between a HOPS 1.6-litre 
diesel and, well, that’s it. Where the diesel 
is solely offered with a six-speed manual 
transmission, the petrol engine comes 
with the choice of a manual or a six-speed 
Xtronic automatic gearbox. 

Nissan hasn’t done anything too radical 
to the styling of the Pulsar. It’s almost as if 
they want to re-enter the market quietly, ap¬ 
pealing to more conservative buyers who 
couldn’t picture themselves behind the 
wheel of a Juke or a Qashqai. 

The Barcelona-built Pulsar features in¬ 
stantly recognisable Nissan hallmarks like 
the V-motion grille and boomerang-shaped 
lighting signature with bold and energetic 
curves on the body side. It features some 
bold surfacing on the flanks although there 
are aspects of the rear end that are quite 
Corolla. 

The interior features higher quality ma¬ 
terials than we’ve seen on Nissan hatches 
to date, and there seems to have been a 
concerted effort to create a common look 
and feel across typefaces and grains on 
the dash. Thanks to the longest wheel¬ 
base in the class at 2,700mm, the Pulsar 
offers considerably more rear legroom and 
shoulder room than its sector rivals. 

The entry level Visia is priced from 
£15,995 and gets a strong standard equip¬ 
ment count including a 5” colour screen, 
steering wheel mounted controls, Blue¬ 
tooth and air conditioning. Step up to the 
Acenta model and another £1,700 or so 
nets you added extras like Forward Emer¬ 
gency Braking, automatic lights and wip¬ 
ers and Nissan’s ingenious i-Key system. 
The n-tec versions adds 17” alloys, privacy

gfass and Nissan s signature LED lights. It 

also offers a colour reversing camera and 
NissanConnect 2, an infotainment system 
offering full smartphone integration, Goog¬ 
le Send-to-Car and access to a wide vari¬ 
ety of apps. 

At the top of the range is the Tekna, 
priced from £20,345, which gets further 
Nissan Safety Shield Technologies includ¬ 
ing Forward Emergency Braking, Moving 
Object Detection, Lane Departure Warning 
and Blind Spot Warning for the ultimate in 
passenger protection. Even the entry level 
model is well kitted out for safety equip¬ 


ment with six airbags, wheel-mounted 

audio controls, a tyre pressure monitoring 
system, anti lock brakes backed up by 
electronic brakeforce distribution, and a 
stability control system that also include 
Nissan’s Active Trace Control, which keeps 
you from deviating from your steered path. 

We suspect that this will be a toe in the 
water for Nissan with more charismatic 
NISMO performance models slated for fu¬ 
ture release. It’s been a long time coming 
but the Pulsar looks as if it means busi-

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Ford C-Max hits spot 
and is an easy choice

Compromise doesn’t have to be 
a dirty word. In fact, intelligent 
compromise is exactly what 
underpins the design of Ford’s 
C-MAX compact MPV. 

Here’s a car that needs to be big 
enough to fit family and luggage but 
not so big that it’s too hard to pilot 
around town or park. It requires an 
engine with the torque to move a ful¬ 
ly loaded car but not one that’s so 
thirsty that the family purse strings 
are going to be stretched to breaking 
point. It would need all the modern 
safety and convenience features that 
buyers demand, but pricing that isn’t 
out of reach of wage packets that al¬ 
ready have school uniforms to buy 
and hungry mouths to feed. 

Hitting the sweet spot in all of those de¬ 
cisions and many others beside is where 
the expertise lies and is the reason why the 
C-MAX is one of the biggest selling cars in 
its class. Ford first introduced this compact 
MPV model in 2003 and since then has 
sold more than 1.2 million in Europe and 
currently holds a 12 per cent market share. 

The C-MAX was always an easy pick 
for anyone who enjoyed driving. It was by 
far the best car in its class when showed 
a B-road. 

Now that the Golf SV is around, that 
superiority is no longer quite so cut and 
dried, but it’s still a class act. Particular at¬ 
tention this time round has been paid to 
improving refinement. 

Noise, vibration and harshness have 
been improved through the use of thick¬ 
er side glass and more absorbent seals 
around the tailgate and rear view mirror. 
The engine bay heat shield has been filled 
with acoustic damping material to reduce 
powertrain noise and diesel variants are 
equipped with extra acoustic seals to fur¬ 
ther reduce noise intrusion. A re-tuned 
dual mass flywheel helps to reduce shak¬ 
ing forces when the engine is under load, 
while revised engine mounts offer im¬ 
proved refinement during Auto-Start-Stop 
operation. 

The star of the engine line-up is the 
120PS 1.5-litre TDCi diesel engine, seen 
for the first time in the C-MAX, replacing 
the old 1.6-litre unit. Power goes up by 
five per cent while emissions drop by six 
points. 

There are also the multi-award winning 
1.0-litre EcoBoost petrol engines, offered 
once again in 100 and 125PS outputs. The 
big banger in the range is a revised 2.0-li- 
tre diesel. 

The design of this C-MAX is evolution¬ 
ary, with many of the details being brought 
up to date to reflect contemporary Ford 
thinking. 


The dynamic styling delivers a stronger, 
sleeker front end, featuring Ford’s distinc¬ 
tive inverted trapezoidal grille. 

The washer jets have been hidden un¬ 
derneath the windscreen to give a clean¬ 
er look while the tailgate has been given 
a smoother and more sophisticated one- 
piece appearance. 

Inside, you’ll find a dash that’s a lot less 
fussy than the previous model, reflecting 
the customer-led design refinements that 
have already been executed on the Focus. 
There are fewer controls and switches, 
while the new black satin trim and chrome 
detailing contributes to a cleaner look. 
Functions are simpler to use, such as the 
air-conditioning controls that now feature 
buttons that are easier to recognise and 
distinguish from each other. Practicality 
improves too, with a redesigned centre 
storage console. 

The seats still tumble down individual¬ 
ly in one motion to create a flat floor, with 
over 470-litres of space with all five seats 
in place. 

Gizmos 

Ford has gone quite big on electronic 
gizmos in this latest iteration of the C-MAX. 
The last model also had a lot of smart tech 
features and Ford rightly left most of them 
on the options list, giving customers the 
choice of whether they wanted to pay 
extra or not for these nice-to-haves. You 
can now get one of those tailgate openers 
which operate when you wave your foot 
under the bumper. 

There’s also a perpendicular parking 
system and Active City Stop collision 
avoidance that operates at up to 31mph. 
Ford’s latest Sync2 voice-activated con¬ 
nectivity system is also on offer, delivering 
smartphone sync and the chance to con¬ 
trol some of the car’s minor functions by 
voice command. The clearer eight-inch 
colour touchscreen is a welcome addition. 

Ford also bring us MyKey technology, 
which lets parents set a top speed and lim¬ 
it stereo volume in advance to prevent the 
young ‘uns getting a bit overexcited. 

The diesel models really come into their 
own when you’re willing to put some miles 
on the clock. If you want the C-MAX as a 
school run and shopping vehicle, you’d be 
better advised going for one of the eco¬ 
nomical 1.0-litre petrol models as they’re 
priced so cheaply as to be a more cost-ef¬ 
fective purchase. 

Really leverage the economy benefits 
of the diesel engine though and you’ll 
save big. The 1.5-litre TDCI diesel returns 
a combined fuel economy figure of better 
than 65mpg. Go for the 2.0-litre and it will 
also get around 60mpg. Insurance reflects 
the C-MAX’s family owner profile, excellent 
safety and security record and low cost of 
repairs. The 1.6-litre model is expected to 
be rated at just Group 16E.

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Mazda3 sets benchmark

There’s a lot to tempt buyers to 
take a look at the new Mazda3. 
It has strong residual values, 
lowest average depreciation 
and 2014/15 company car ben- 
efit-in-kind tax bills lower than a 
host of rivals. 

Data from vehicle valuation experts 
CAP Automotive reveals the new 
SKYACTIV Mazda3 range tops the 
table and beats lower-medium sector 
rivals in terms of average forecasted 
pound-note depreciation. 

And company car drivers wanting to cut 
their benefit-in-kind tax bills can make sig¬ 
nificant savings against more expensive 
rivals. 

The all-new Mazda3 is the third car in the 
marque’s line-up to benefit from SKYACTIV 
technology and the 36-strong model line¬ 
up offers precision handling, exceptionally 
generous interior cabin space and sporty 
design. And it certainly has proved popu¬ 
lar since hitting the roads at the turn of the 
year, with sales exceeding all expectations 
at around 3,000 for the first quarter. 

And starting with the looks, if cars did 
benefit from working out, it would be the 
new Mazda3. It’s lost weight, and become 
shapelier, more agile and has rivals looking 
on with envy. While it bears the same name 
as the outgoing hatchback, the Mazda3 is 
new from the ground up. Larger than its 
predecessor but engineered for fuel econ¬ 
omy, it has features which have also paid 
dividends in terms of safety, roadholding 
and the fun-to-drive factor. 

The car is a fraction lower, visually fitting 
in with its curving lines and sculpted sur¬ 


faces while also helping to reduce drag. In 
the four-door Fastback, the long boot has 
a useful 419 litres of space, slightly more 
than its hatchback stablemate which also 
has the practicality of split/fold rear seats. 

The facia is made of what looks like 
durable textured plastics, with an instru¬ 
ment binnacle comprising two information 
displays either side of a large rev counter. 
Inset is a big, clear digital speed readout. 

The latest Mazda3 gets four engine op¬ 
tions, all of which are designed around 
Mazda’s SkyActiv technology. SkyActiv 
aims to improve efficiency by reducing 
weight and utilising smart functions such 
as capturing waste energy to power things 
like the air-conditioning when the car is sta¬ 
tionary. 

Closes 

It even extends to functions like an active 
shutter front grille which closes for better 
aerodynamics when the engine isn’t in im¬ 
mediate need of cooling. 

Engines comprise an entry-level 1.5-litre 
petrol and two 2.0-litre petrol units, as well 
as a 2.2-litre diesel. 

The 1.5-litre engine produces 99bhp 
and will go from rest to 62mph in 10.8 sec¬ 
onds, while the 2.2-litre diesel will cover the 
sprint in 8.1 seconds, thanks to its punchy 
148bhp engine. 

The 2.0-litre petrol engine is offered in 
two options - one with 118bhp and the oth¬ 
er with 165bhp. As for performance, 0 to 
62mph in 8.9 seconds for the standard ver¬ 
sion and 8.2 seconds for the higher power 
version. Buyers of the 118bhp 2.0-litre pet¬ 
rol and the 2.2-litre diesel are also offered 
the option of a six-speed automatic. 

The car is offered with the sort of hi-tech 
features that not so very long ago were 
the preserve of luxury saloons. There are

refinements like a head-up display, touch¬ 
screen satellite-navigation and mobile in¬ 
ternet connectivity. The mobile system is 
particularly interesting, following the likes 
of Toyota into the market with a system 
which allows the car to pair with a smart¬ 
phone and display Facebook and Twitter 
updates. A nine-speaker Bose audio sys¬ 
tem is also available. 

Buyers choose between SE, SE-L and 
Sport trim levels, with or without sat nav. 
Even the base SE comes with 16in alloy 
wheels, air conditioning, power-folding 
heated mirrors, a leather steering wheel, a 
trip computer, a radio/CD with six speaker 


audio system, 7in TFT colour touch screen, 
USB/iPod connectivity and a Bluetooth 
system. All models also come with Smart 
City Brake Support (SCBS) which helps 
to reduce or prevent low-speed collisions 
by automatically applying the brakes if the 
driver fails to act, plus there’s Hill Hold As¬ 
sist (HFIA) to prevent roll-back. 

The latest car looks a good deal more 
assured, with a vastly improved interior, a 
focus on improving efficiency and a really 
sharp exterior styling job. 

On-the-road prices start at £16,695 for 
the all-new Mazda3 1.5-litre SKYACTIV-G 
lOOps SE Hatchback.

tinuity. 

The game was barely a 
couple of minutes old when 
Otley winger Harry Hudson 
crossed the line unchal¬ 
lenged .

The referee 1 awarded a 
penalty try that denied the 
hosts even a losing bonus 
point.
